PARTY STRIFE ENDED. 


New Hampshire Republicans Nominate 


He nr y B. Quinby for Governor. 
Concord, N. H., Sept. 18.— T h e po­ 
litical strife w hich for m an y m o nths 
h a s split th e R epublican p arty in New 
H a m p s h ire into th re e factions cam e 
to an end w h en H en ry B. Q uinby of 
L aco n ia w as n o m in a te d for g overnor 
by th e R epublican s ta te convention 
in session in thi» city. 
Twro ballots 
were n e c e s sa ry for a choice an d ot 
the decisive one Q uinby h ad a m arg in 
of only five vote». 
On th e first Q uinby polled 872 votes, 
w h en 395 w ere n e c essa ry for n o m in a­ 
tion. 
R o scran s W. P illsb u ry of Lon­ 
donderry w as a stro n g second, rec e iv ­ 
ing 252 v o te s on the first ballot, and 
246 on th e second. 
P illsb u ry ’s net 
loss on th e seco n d ballot w'as only six 
votes.

against Sunday playing and Chief of 
Police McGivern stopped one Sunday 
game and notified ’he players that no 
more games would be allowed there at 
any time. 
A resident o that block al­ 
so sought the agent of the propertv 
and wanted to rent a lot across the cen­ 
ter of the grounds to pile wood t>n in 
order to stop all games. 
The Y. M. C. 
A. had already commenced the ngotia- 
tions for the lease and were told by the 
agent that unless they would lease it 
and undertake the 
policing of the 
grounds during games, and would pro 
hibit Sunday ball, the grounds would be 
leased to the other party and all games- 
there stopped. 
The association then 
leased the grounds and went to the ex­ 
pense of providing special officers dur­ 
ing all games. 
The lease, when made 
out expressly prohibited Sunday base 
ball and the association could not have 
permitted the use of the grounds had it 
so desired, which would have been con­ 
trary to the constitution of the associ­ 
ation. 
The association, did, however 
permit the free use of the grounds on 
week days, with the single exception 
of the Fourth of July, when they de­ 
clined to permit a game during the time 
the exercises were being held under the 
charge of the Commercial club. 
The 
officers refuted this permission on the 
grounds that it would not be courteous 
to invite a speaker, singers, etc., and 
then countenance a ball gama during 
the exercises.

WRIGHT MEETS 
WITH AN ACCIDENT 


Aeroplane Wrecked and Lieu­ 


tenant Selfridge Killed. 


AVIATOR SERIOUSLY INJURED 


Propeller 
Blade 
of

Washington, Sept. 18.—After having 
drawn the attention of the world to 
his aeroplane flights at Fort Myer and 
having established new world’s rec­ 
ords for heavier-than-air flying ma­ 
chines, Orville W right met with a 
tragical mishap while making a two- 
man flight. 
The aeroplanist was ac­ 
companied by Lieutenant Thomas E. 
Selfridge of the signal corps of the 
army. 
Lieutenant Selfridge was fa­ 
tally injured and died in less than 
three hours after the accident occur­ 
red. 
Mr. Wright was seriously in­ 
jured, but is expected to recover. 


i Thoro was a six-mile' wind and it was 
noticed that the machine did not run 
as smoothly as on its former flights, 
fnost of which were made in calm 
weather. 
The 
aeroplanist, however 
apparently had control of the aerial 
flyer, which rose to a height of seven- 
ty-flv§ feet jib it completed the second 
round of the field. 
This height was 
1 maintained on the third round, 
i 
While the machine was turning at 
{ the southern end of the field, several 
thousand 
feet from 
the spectators, 
someone shouted: 
‘‘What is that? 
Something fell.” 
Immediately all eyes were on th! 
aeroplane and it was seen to turn 
over on its left side, and, pausing a 
moment, make a complete turn and 
then come swooping to the earth-in a 
cloud of dust. 
No effort on the part 
of the aviator could possibly have 
averted 
the 
accident. 
Planes 
and 
rudders were absolutely incapable of 
righting the machine when it had 
turned in that manner. 
Several officers who were standing 
around the starting apparatus ordered 
the mounted 
soldiers over to the 
wreck, but spectators, soldiers, offi­ 
cers and newspaper men were already 
running across the field. 
It was fully 
a minute before anyone reached the 
tangled mass. 
The mounted .soldiers formed a cor­ 
don around the wreckage, while others 
frenziedly

snapped off and, hitting some other 
part

Soldiers and spectators ran across 
the field to where the aeroplane had 
fallen 
and 
assisted 
in 
lifting 
Mr. 
W right an i Lieutenant Selfridge from 
under the (angled mass of machinery, 
rods, wires and shreds of muslin. 
Mr. 
Wright was conscious and said: 
"Oh, hurry and lift the motor.” 
Lieutenant 
Selfridge 
was 
uncon­ 
scious and had apparently struck the 
ground with great force. 
His head 
was covered with blood and he was 
choking when Ihe soldiers extricated 
him from under the machine. 


Never Regained Consciousness. 
Dr. Watters, a New York physician, 
was one of the first to reach the spot 
and render first ald to the injured 
men. 
When their wounds had been 
bandaged Mr. Wright and Lieutenant 
Selfridge were taken 
to the 
Fort 
Myer hospital at the other end of the 
field. 
It was feared that Mr. Wright 
was suffering from Internal injuries. 
He had lapsed Into a state of semi­ 
consciousness by the time he reached 
the hospital, while Lieutenant 
Sel­ 
fridge did not regain consciousness at 
all. 
He was suffering from a fracture 
at the base of the skull and was In a 
critical condition. 
After a hurried surgical examination 
it was announced that Mr. Wright was 
not dangerously injured. 
He is suffer­ 
ing from a fracture of his left thigh 
and several ribs on the right side are 
fractured. 
Both men received deep 
cuts about the head. 
Mr. Wright re­ 
gained consciousness at the hospital 
and dictated a cablegram to his broth­ 
er at Le Mans, France, and requested 
that the same message he sent to his 
sister and father at Dayton, O., assur­ 
ing them that he was all right. 
Although there have been but a 
handful of people at the aeronautical 
testing grounds at Fort Myer during 
the past few days, fully 2,000

Lieutenant 
Selfridge’s 
face was covered with blood and he 
was groaning and choking from the 
Internal hemorrhage. 
Orville Wright 
lay by his side, his face as pale as 
the mass of white muslin overhead. 
He was conscious and asked that the 
machine be lifted off his leg. 
Piece after piece of the "wooden 
framework was broken off as a half 
dozen men endeavored to free the in­ 
jured men. 
As soon as they could be 
extricated they were taken to ono 
side and physicians from the crowed of 
spectators went to their aid.

Attendants from the post hospital 
hastened across the field to the place 
where the machine lay and as soon as 
possible Mr. Wright and lieutenant 
Selfridge were laid on stretchers and 
carried to the hospital, where Lieu­ 
tenant Selfridge died.

The association, did, however 
perm it the free use of the grounds on 
week days, with the single exception 
of the Fourth of July, when they de­ 
clined to permit a game during the time 
the exercises weie being held under the 
charge of the Commercial club.
